He  was  named  rector  of  Loyola 
University,  Madras,  India,  In  1942. 
a position  which  he  still  holds  al- 
though temporarily  absent  on  Unit- 
ed Nations  business  at  present.

A request  for  funds  in  order  ade- 
quately to  publicize  the  coming 
elections  in  the  freshman  class, 
made  by  the  committee  appointed 
to  supervise  the  balloting,  touched 
off  a long  debate  on  the  Council's 
responsibility  in  such  matters.

A descriptive  course  In  astron- 
omy, Physics  10S,  will  begin  on 
January  31.  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Donald  Slager.  Classes  will 
meet  every  Tuesday  tor  one  hour 
and  will  receive  one  credit. 

An  advanced  quantitative  an- 
alysis course  will  be  held  every 
Tuesday  and  Thursday.  Instruc- 
tion will  consist  of  two  lecture 
periods  and  one  four-period  labora- 
tory per  week.  The  Rev.  Edward

four-credit  course.

in  throe  consecutive  attempts.  It  learned  its  lesson  well  and 
elected  a competent  and  authorized  board  of  officers  this  year. 
What  caused  this  important  change  of  attitude?  The  answer 
can  be  found  in  the  dearth  of  social  activity  with  which  the  class 
had  been  forced  to  deal  during  the  semester  previous  to  the  suc- 
cessful elections.  The  men  who  gratuitously  governed  the  class 
during  this  time  were  hindered  by  the  lack  of  a vote  on  the  Coun- 
cil. This  could  happen  again.  A group  of  officers  who  have  no 
vote  can  hardly  be  expected  to  effect  any  comprehensive  program.

If  you're  ever  in  Baltimore  . . . 


A lady  urged  to  read  Hilaire 
Belloc  (pronounced  Hilary  Bel- 
luk)  tried  How  the  Reformation 
Happened.  When  his  table-thump- 
ing logic  proved  too  strong,  she 
threw  the  book  out  the  window. 
"No  man,"  she  said,  "can  talk  to 
me  like  that  in  my  own  house.” 
As  a thinker.  Belloc  looks  truth  in 
the  eye  and  nails  polite  hypocrisies 
to  the  wall.  As  an  artist,  he  makes 
every  word  pull  its  weight,  never 
wastes  your  time  or  leaves  his 
meaning  in  doubt. 

Pedantic  historians  dislike  him 
because  he  disdains  footnotes. 
"Scholarly  readers  don't  need 
them,"  he  says;  "others  don't  want 
them."  In  Marie  Antoinette  he 
vividly  describes  the  queen's  view 
across  rainsoaked  fields  on  the  way 
to  execution.  "Pure  fiction,"  the 
critics  sneered;  "it  probably  wasn't 
raining,  and  a building  blocks  the 
view."  They  swallowed  their  words 
hard  when,  from  the  date  on  the 
building's  cornerstone  and  the  day's 
newspapers,  Belloc  established  both 
the  view  and  the  rain. 

An  educated  man  usually  gathers 
his  own  library.  Belloc  wrote  one — 
over  100  volumes  of  fiction,  humor, 
poetry,  essays,  biography,  history, 
travel,  apologetics,  and  economics. 
He  foretold  World  War  II  in  1919, 
British  economic  conditions  of  1950 
in  The  Servile  State  (1912),  and 
Adolf  Hitler  in  The  Path  to  Rome 
(1902).  Look  him  up  in  the  library 
catalogue  when  you  want  good 
reading  on  anything.  In  fact,  he 
wrote  a book  On  Anything  when 
he'd  run  out  of  titles.

this  apparent  disinterest  in  name 
bands.  Disc  shows  of  today  are 
composed,  for  the  most  part,  of 
name  vocalists.  Ten  years  ago 
name  hands  were  the  most  frequent 
requests  with  an  occasional  Crosby 
or  Tony  Martin  included.  Why  tills 
change  in  the  listening  public's 
taste? 

In  reality  there  has  been  no 
change  in  the  public’s  taste.  The 
most  popular  records  were  always 
the  ballads  with  a vocal  chorus. 
Occasionally  an  instrumental  would 
click,  but  it  would  be  solely  on  its 
merit  as  a novelty.  This,  of  course, 
does  not  apply  to  the  preferences 
of  the  minority  group  who  find 
musical  value  in  an  instrumental. 
Ten  years  ago  name  bands  with 
good  vocalists  provided  this  major- 
ity demand,  giving  their  vocalists 
far  better  background  music  than 
(he  independent  vocalists  were  get- 
ting from  seemingly  tired,  poorly 
instrumented  studio  bands. 

Today  the  reverse  is  true.  The 
independent  vocalists  are  getting 
excellent  background  support.  As  a 
result,  most  of  the  former  top-band 
vocalists  are  on  their  own  and 
some  of  the  new  vocal  stars  are  not 
even  bothering  with  band  appren- 
ticeship. 

The  musicians  themselves  are 
partly  responsible  for  their  present 
situation.  Recognizing  the  public's 
satisfaction  with  the  independent 
vocalists,  the  musicians  seized  their 
chance  to  drop  the  emphasis  on  de- 
spised ballads  and  devoted  them- 
selves to  experiments  in  music  with 
the  result  that  their  music  Is  no 
longer  understood  by  the  average 
listener.

Frannie  Meagher,  1G5  pound  conference  wrestling  champ  and 
lacrosse  close-defenseman  in  both  194fi,  and  in  1949  . . . 

To  continue,  Bob  Miller,  for  three  seasons  a luminary  on 
Bish  Baker’s  stick  ten,  captained  them  to  a six-and-three  mark 
last  year  . . . John  Mohler,  wrestler  in  1947-48,  then  switched 
to  the  swimming  team,  copped  M-D  diving  championship  in  ’47-48 
and  has  been  an  aquatic  regular  last  year  and  this  year.
